The funeral service was held 
at the residence on Thursday after 
noon at 2 o'clock, conducted by Rev 
George Darsie, of Frankfort, Ky., 
assisted by Rev. H. I). Clark, of 
this city. Rev. W. T. Tibbs, made 
some remarks and called upon 
General F. M.Drake, of Iowa, who 
for 19 years had known the de- 
ceased. He responded in a brief 
speech testifying to her greatness. 
The funeral was largely attended, 
there being several friends from 
other counties. Many floral olf'er- 
ings testified of the love and esteem 
in which she was held. The body 
vas laid to rest in Machpelah be- 
ide that of her husband, the dis- 
tinguished Judge Richard Reid. 
Mrs. Reid was born at Fulton, Mo., 
April 8, 1840. At the age oi 16 
years she graduated at Christian 
College, Columbia, Mo, under the 
management of John Augustus 
Williams. In the fall of that year 
(1856) she came to Kentucky with 
Mr. Williams who took charge of 
Daughters'Collegeat Harrodsburg. 
She taught in this institution for 
one and one half years. She was 
at the age of 18 years called to the 
principalship of Woodford Col- 
lege at Versailles, where she con 
ducted with rare ability and euc- 
a flourishing boarding school 
for girls, until the outbreak of the 
war. In December, lh63, she was 
married at her Missouri home to 
Benjamin F. Rogers, of Bour- 
bon county, Ky. He died seven 
years later leaving one son, Rich- 
ard Reid Rogers, the talented and 
successful young lawyer reared in 
this city and now of New York. 
She was married to Richard Reid, 
of this county, in 1873, with whom 
she lived happily until his death in 
May 15, 1884. Early in life she 
became a christian, and in the 
work and councils of the Christian 
Church in state and nation attain 
ed eminence. Kentucky has had 
few, if any, greater women. Nature 
was lavish iu the bestowment of 
graceB. Beauty of form and face, 
of mind and heart belonged to her. 
A woman of rare intellectual at- 
tainments, fluent of expression 
whether in the social circle or be- 
fore public assemblies, gracious in 
manner, modest, hospitable, abund 
ant in charity, she won the confl- 
deuct and love of those who came 
in contact witli her Those who 
have been entertained at her home 
will not forget her cordial hospit- 
ality and reception. For some 
months it has been known that her 
altliction was incurable. After 
consultation with skilled physi- 
cians in New York, Baltimore and 
Lexington she returned to her 
home in this city early in April 
awaiting the summon that called 
her hence. Patiently and with un 
faltering trust in Him who doetl. 
all things well she bore the pain 
at all times thankful for the rich 
ness of God towards her, forgetful 
of sell and mindful of others. Sli 
has entered into some of the blesi 
ings that await the christian ; th 
fullness of which will be when th 
grave gives up those who sleep i 
Christ. For three weeks In 
brother, John Jameson, of Missoui 
and her son, Reid Rogers, of New 
York were with her. Her sister, 
Mrs. Linda Adkineon, of Missoi; 
has been with her for more than 
three months.
